wherein the manifold includes a third passageway that terminates in said second cavity- 



Please amend claim 50 as follows: An oil burner assembly as set forth in claim 49 
wherein said nozzle comprises an oil and air distribution nozzle, wh e r ei n th e out le t port 
of th e f i rst passag e way i nc l ud e s f i rst and second cav i t ie s, wh e r ei n sa i d s e cond cav i ty i s 
coax i a ll y a li gn e d upstr e am of sa i d f i rst cav i ty, wh e r ei n an o il d i str i but i on pot i on of sa i d 
nozz le mounts i n sa i d f i rst cav i ty, wherein the manifold includes a third passageway that 
terminates in said second cavity, wherein an air distribution portion of said nozzle 
mounts in said second cavity, and including a source of pressurized air coupled to an 
inlet port to said third passageway such that air is heated in said third passageway prior 
to being discharged from the nozzle to atomize heated oil discharged from the nozzle.
